ft is inconceivable that any of the 
New York State schools for the deaf 
have violated Section 26 of the rules 
of the Board of Regents. So far as 
our information goes, only High Class 
graduates have been awarded diplo¬ 
mas. Certificates have been given 
graduates from the elementary course. 

ft is approximately seventy-eight 
years ago that the State Legislature 
recognized the fact that some of the 
graduates possessed the ability to go 
further in mental development than the 
elementary studies had carried them. 
Therefore by an Act of the Legislature 
an additional term of three years as 
High Class students was granted to a 
specified number of those who had 
successfully completed the term allow- 
ed them in the elementary school. This 
wise concession by the State Legisla 
ture was a boon to the worthy and 
ambitious. As also it was a benefit 
to the State, for it enabled the school 
to send forth into the world a great 
many truly brilliant and well educated 
deaf, who have been quite an asset to 
the commonweal. 

The education of a class of children 
to whom the stimulative effect of 
sound has been denied, is a far more 
difficult problem than the. ordinary 
citizen would comprehend. '"Aaken as 
little children whose mental influences 
are so meagre that a gap of at least 
five years, in which no knowledge save 
primitive wants has been supplied, has 
to be bridged before their education 
can properly be said to have begun 
As the late Dr. fsaac Lewis Peet would 
probably say, their school stands in 
loco parentis —that is, just as pa 

rents are to normal children, it is, 

v 

saddled with their entire enlighten 
•ment. In a word, the school for the 
deaf must train their every human 
faculty, which includes their manners 
and morals, their physical training, 
their prompt obedience to orders, 
their constructive skill, their industrial 
progress, their mental culture.

Not a few have 
come to the conclusion tjiat they can 
better themselves by going away 
from home and seeking employment 
in pastures new, only to find others 
are suffering as much, if not worse. 
They are out of shekels which went 
to railroad or bus fares. Moral 
Stay at home where you are known 
and bide your time till tbe tide of 
prosperity sets in. 

The writer takes a natural interest 
in people he meets in his rounds of 
visits in the Virginias. Here and 
there he gets information that em¬ 
ployers are striving to better con¬ 
ditions among both the deaf and the 
hearing but it is an uphill task. 

It is a well-know fact that natural 
gas is non-odorous and dangerou* 
should there be a leak. At Hunting- 
ton recently two deaf sisters nar¬ 
rowly escaped death from inhaling 
dioxide monoxide gas in their kit 
chen. Thtir brother happened to re¬ 
turn home from work a little earlier 
than usual and discovered them lying 
on the floor. The rescue squad from 
the fire department was called and 
saved the lives of the girls. The 
daily papers had accounts of the 
incident and indicated the firemen 
believed the girls had a very narrow 
escape. 

The deaf ladies at Wheeling are 
doing their level best to raise money 
for the endowment fund of the pro¬ 
posed Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf. On the night of April 23d 
besides a bounteous supper, they had 
a reading of Sir Walter Scott’s ‘ ‘Ivan- 
hoe,” and cleared a neat sum. On 
that night they heard addresses by a 
Mr. Oliver. Secretary of the Parkers¬ 
burg Automobile Association, anent 
the inimical highway commission 
clause which apparently debars the 
deaf from driving automobiles. 

As a result, the Wheeling Auto Club 
of the Deaf was organized to combat 
the nefarious act. Upton^ Rosen- 
mund, Norris Herrold and John, 
Bremer comprise the executive com¬ 
mittee, to cooperate with other like 
committees in the fight to have the 
word "deaf” eliminated from that 
clause, whereby they are regarded no 
better than epileptics and maimed. 
Because the chairman of the com¬ 
mission and the attorney are dog¬ 
gedly determined to drive the deaf off 
the highways, the "silents” have no 
easy task ahead of themselves, but 
theii friends are legion and there is 
hope they can attain their wishes. 

On April 26th as the wanderer was 
heading for home, and although he 
was in a warm Baltimore Ohio 
conch, he realized it was cold outside, 
as the mountains were covered with 
snow, which was still falling. Dog¬ 
wood blossoms and "the beautiful" 
made a striking combination.

FANWOOD 


A statuette of William George Jones, pro- 
lessor emeritus at the New York Institution 
for the Deal, commonly known as Fanwood 
school, at Riverside Drive sad 163d Street, 
has been erected at St. Ann’s Church for 
the Deaf, 511 West 148th Street. It was 
dedicated at a special service in memory of 
the educator, who died In 1029, at the age 
of 78, after having devoted half a century 
to work among the deaf. 

Professor Jones, who was deaf from baby¬ 
hood, had devoted coincident service to the 
church, officials recalled. He had studied for 
orders in the Protestant Epiacopal Church 
and qualified for thi office of lay reader, 
which he held until his death. He trained 
St. Ann's choir in concert pantomime and 
in singing with methods now being develop¬ 
ed for most services for the deaf. 

He became a student of Fanwood in 
1859, when he was eight years old. In 
1872 he matriculated at Gallaudet College 
for the Deaf at Washington, D. C. He re¬ 
turned to Fanwood in 1876 to join its 
faculty after he had earned his degrees of 
B.A. and MA., remaining in active service 
until 1926, when he retired. 

Students of those fifty years, who, like 
other admirers, have compared him with 
Milton and Edison in the manner in which 
he had surpassed the achievements of in¬ 
dividuals less handicapped, remembered him 
for his gift of pantomime and dramatic in¬ 
terpretation. His mother, Mrs. W. G. Jones, 
had been a Shakespearian actress. 

Five children of Professor and MrS. Jones 
were represented at the dedication. They 
are Mrs. Ethel Wagner, of the faculty of 
Theodore Roosevelt High School, New York 
City; William George Jones, Jr., of Atlanta, 
Ga.; Miss Marguerite E. Jones, professor at 
Hunter College, and Mrs. Dorothy Rider, of 
Albany, N. Y.

Why do hearing people call us 
mutes”? Blame it on the papers. 
Blame it on the fate that denies the 
use of any other single word so 
short, so trite, so universally under¬ 
stood, in its place. When the news¬ 
papers write headlines they need 
just such words. From the headlines 
into the oopular parlance is a short, 
natural step. 

We rail against it in vain until 
we supply a new word. It must be a 
single word. "The deaf,” ‘‘deaf 
people,” "a deaf man,"—none of 
these will do. It is not the fault of 
the press. It is up to us to supply 
the word, to popularize it, to render 
it universally known. Then,and 

only then will the' 'headline hunters'' 
adopt it. Meanwhile, we might as 
well accept the term "mute” with 
good grace, at the same time dis¬ 
prove its implications until the mean¬ 
ing of the word changes, as word 
meanings have away of changing. 
To the next generation, the word 
mute” may come to mean exactly 
what we want it to mean. 

Even now, wedoubi that the gener¬ 
al public attach all the implications 
to the term that we do, who are more 
familiar with the history of the word. 
To them,- the word means simply 
"deaf people,” as we would have it 
mean, and they call to mind two 
people they have seen talking to¬ 
gether in the language—it may have 
been you and me !—loum Hawkeyc.
